THE PHILOSOPHY OF MAGIC. 


ASTROLOG Y.—(CONTINUED.) 


Astrological predictions are based on arbitrary 
rules, which claim science for their basis, and not 
upon clairvoyance, inspiration, or any other of the 
unreasoning, or intuitive-perceptive faculties of 
the mind. They are given on the same principle 
that eclipses, transits, and conjunctions are fore- 
told. The invariable coincidence of the progress 
of the tides with that ofthe moon is a sufficient 
ground on which to predict with certainty the 
high-water and tides at any given time or place. 
So also in Meteorology ; so far as. observation has 
determined results coincidental with celestial 
phenomena, so far can predictions be made with 
certainty in regard to the future state of the 
weather. It is alleged: by Astro-meteorologists, 
that the passing of the Sun, Moon, or planets over 
the cardinal points of the zodiac—Aries, Cancer, 
Libra, and Capricorn—causes atmospherical ais- 
turbances ; and especially is it so with the equi- 
noctial points Aries and Libra. Admiral Fitz 
Roy (Weather Book, pp. 212-13) says: 


“ When the Sun, material mover of our atmo- 
sphere, has recently crossed the line, when he has 
been near a. solstice, or when his influence has 
been for a time in vertical action over any parallel 
of latitude, how marked, general, and notorious 
are the consequences! 

“ Changes of monsoons, storms, heavy and per- 
haps continuing. rains, everywhere, more or less, 
under corresponding: conditions’ of physical geo- 
graphy) are recurring evidences of the very general 
accordance, similarity of action, and most exten- 
sive intercommunication always existing in our 
atmosphere. 

“In such grand disturbances as these, the Lu- 
narist should endeavor to trace the influence of the 
Moon, and the Astro-Meteorologist even those of 
planets—-welcome, indeed, should each proved ef- 
fect of either be—duly eliminated from maskin 
effects of other causations, and described intelligit- 
“bly.” 

As the Sun crosses the line twice a year, and 
the Moon twice a month, any person with an [al- 
manac in his possession can soon ascertain the re- 
liability of the theory above stated. The Lu- 
narist looks to the Moon in co-operation with the 
Sun as the sole cause of celestial atmospheric dis- 
turbances ; whereas, the Astro-meteorologist, in 
his theory, includes the planets, and considers the 
Moon only as the great medium through which 
planetary influences are transmitted to this globe. 
Whether the rays of the Sun or Moon affect ter- 
restrial things is easily tested by avery simple 
experiment. Take a needle, of a good thickness 
at the eye; make it float on the water in a cup, 
and allow it to arrange itself. It will soon be- 
come polarized, the point pointing to the north, 
and the head to the south ; then submit it to the 
influence of refracted solar or lunar rays. Alfred 
J. Pearce gives the following. as the result of ex- 
periments made in this way : 


“1. The needle, with its point toward the 
north magnetic pole, almost immediately exhibited 
the effects of the lunar influence. At first, its point 
deflected from the magnetic pole to.the true north 
pole of the earth. There the whole needle began 
to move laterally, but slowly, toward the blue 
rays of the spectrum ; and after this, its point 
gradually turned toward the east. When it had 
placed itself at right angles to the true meridian 
of the earth, or was parallel to the earth’s equator, 
it suddenly acquired a new and contrary impulse, 
and a comparatively rapid, darting motion, from 
east to west in the direction of its length; its 
head took the lead, but soon turned toward the 
north. This produced a new curvilinear move- 
ment of the whole needle, which at last brought 
its head round to the true north pole of the earth, 
where it remained stationary for a time, if the 
prism was held in the same position. . 

“2. When the prism was continuously held in 
the same position, the needle soon began to move 
laterally as before, and the head turned toward 
the earth ; but although it went through the same 
varied and peculiar orbitual rotation, the motion 
was much slower than before; it was stationary 
for a moment when parallel to the earth’s equator, 
which was not the case when its point was in that 
position, and the darting motion which followed 
was less rapid ; but it seemed to undergo the same 
extent of bodily movement as to distance, before 
its poles regained their subsequent parallelism to 
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the poles of the earth: -= When, however, it ‘ar- 
rived at that position, and its point was the north 
pole of the needle, there was no pause, as was the 
case when its head was so placed ; for the needle 
began immediately to move bodily toward the 
blue rays of the spectrum. 

“3. When, however, the prism was removed 
permanently, the needle soon arranged itself in the 
magnetic meridian, with that end pointing toward 
the north which was there when the prismatic 
influence ceased, but the change of the poles was 
permanent, as had been found to be the case when 
the needle was acted upon by the direct influence 
of the Sun ; for its point gradually.came round to 
the north, if its head had been left in that po- 
sition when the prism was removed.’ Upon ex- 
amining the Moon’s refracted rays, by bringing 
the prism between her image and the eye, with 
nearly the same inclination as when it was thrown 
upon the needle, her clearly defined and bril- 
liantly colored spectrum exhibits the blue rays 
nearest the horizon.”—The Weather. Guide-Book. 

All the signs of the zodiac, as well as the cardi- 
nal signs, were supposed to have their respective 
influences. Modern astrologers, however, do not 
seem to place much importance upon them, as 
weather indicators. Then the planets had also 
their respective influences, which may be briefly 
stated thus: Saturn, cold and dry; Jupiter, hot 
and moist ; Mars, hot and dry ; Sun, hot and dry ; 
Venus, moderately cold and moist ; Mercury, cold 
and dry; and the Moon, cold and moist. In 
ancient Astrology, the Sun and ‘Moon were in- 
cluded in the list of planets. Uranus, according 
to modern Astrologers, is moist. and cold, and Nep- 
tune is conjectured to be dry and warm. Accord- 
ing to the interblending of the rays of these plan. 
ets, at the already mentioned angles, and the care- 
ful consideration of their natures, as well as the 
physical character of the country, meteorological 
predictions are made. ` “J. W. MACKIE.

TRUE AND FALSE MEDIUMSHIP. 


Much has been said disparagingly. of Spiritual- 
ism, because of the low and sinister purposes to 
which many individuals have seemingly. prosti- 
tuted their mediumship. One can scarcely pick 
up a spiritual paper that does not contain columns 
of advertisements of the various mediumistic 
gifts. Astrologers, fortune-tellers, healers, rap- 
ping, writing, test, clairvoyant, and a score of 
other phases of mediums, all appéar, with glow- 
ing descriptions of their peculiar powers, seemingly 
anxious to entice the unwary and filch from them 
their dollars, like so many competing tradesmen. 
To the uninitiated, who, perhaps, never had a 
thought that anything could exist beyond the 
horizon of their own sensuous vision, or to the 
churchman, who pays from ten to one hundred 
dollars premium yearly for his future life policy, 
and rests in ease and security in regard to his 
spiritual condition, both here and hereafter, these 
things appear strange and out of place, and they 
pronounce the whole thing a humbug and a 
swindle. l 

There is another class of persons—honorable, 
upright, and conscientious, with large veneration- 
Whilein the Church, they meditated much upon the 
“ mystery of godliness,” and looked with wonder 
and extreme veneration upon everything pertain- 
ing to God and a future life; and, delighted in in- 
dubitable evidence of the existence and power to 


return of their loved ones, they have been forced 


to yield their Church dogmas and embrace the 
beautiful philosophy of Spiritualism. Still they 
retain much of their old veneration, and hold as 
sacred everything that relates to the future, or to 
what they believe to be supernatural ; and it is 
extremely painful to them to see such traffic made 
with these beautiful mediumistic gifts. 

There is still another class, who have heretofore 
lived in the cellar-kitchen of the orthodox Church, 
and fed upon the tit-bits they could beg from the 
cook, or the crumbs that fell from the table; be- 
ing too stingy to pay for a good square meal. 
Thus they wander. about, lean and gaunt, like 
Pharaoh’s “lean kine,” ready to devour everything 
presented before them, provided it costs nothing. 
Occasionally they will dole out a penny to the 
passing plate, to make themselves worthy of a seat 
at the communion-table. . Only ‘a. superstitious 
fear of a future hell has kept them from. down- 
right starvation. But Spiritualism, with its incon- 
oclastic blows, has annihilated this: great object 
of terror and torment, and they discover a cheaper 
way to get to heaven; and they embrace Spirit- 


ualism with all the zeal and fervor of new-made: 


converts, and sing pæans of praise and joy to it, 
not altogether because its manifestations afford a 
selfish gratification, in giving proof that their 
loved ones live and can return again to them, but 
chiefly because it has destroyed the great monster, 
the fear of which alone has caused them occasion- 
ally to loosen their purse-strings. This class are 
always on hand at any free lecture or séance, and 
“dead-head it’’ where a fee is charged; always 
very kind and affable to mediums, (those not pro- 
fessionally such,)-and.visit them often, especially 
on Sundays, always: anxious for a “circle,” and 
expecting the “spirits” to. be especially interested 


in them; profuse with their counsel and advice to. 
‘mediums to “freely give as:they have freely re- 


ceived,” but, if the medium demands a trifle in 
remuneration for almost their entire time spent 
with these bores, they suddenly become indignant, 
and pronounce them false, or as prostituting their 
gifts to mercenary purposes. ge ak 


I knew one of this latter class in the Atlantic 
States, who, having lost two beautiful children, 
while mourning and disconsolate, visited an artist 
for painting spirit portraits, and desired pictures 
of his loved ones. The artist shortly after painted

one, which the gentleman and his family recog- |. 


nized as the daughter. The father expressed a | 
little regret that the hair, which appeared straight 
in the painting, was not in curls; for they some- 
times curled the child’s hair. A few days after- 
ward, the artist produced another picture of the 
daughter, whose sweet, angelic face was sur- 
rounded with clustering curls, and, by her side, 
with one hand resting upon her shoulder, the 
other raised above her head, holding a wreath of 
beautiful flowers, was a son; and both were 
beautiful and life-like. The parents were- over- 
joyed at the prospect of possessing such a treasure.

EDITORS BANNER OF PROGRESS :—Believing 
that a candid investigation of the “Ordination ” 
subject is productive of no harm, I take the liberty 
of noticing a few of the vagaries of Geo. G. W. 
Morgan, which appeared in the BANNER of August 
16th, and which, to my mind at least, remain un-. 
answered by Brother Stowe. And perhaps it may 
be considered that, in doing so, I am complying 
with the suggestion of “Æsop, Jr.” in throwing 
stones atthe “ glass house ” of the San Francisco 
Association ; but I have no desire to fracture said 
structure; let it remain; and may the sun of 
reason and liberty continue to shine and grow 
warmer, until the San Francisco Association of 
Spiritualists shall seek to shade themselves by 
walling in their “ glass house’? with a wall that 
shall be impenetrable to all who are not as holy 
as they. 

But I am digressing, and will return to Brother 
Morgan’s article. He saysa large majority coincide 
with the Trustees of the San Francisco Association 
of Spiritualists. J presume he means that a large 
majority coincide with those Trustees in introduc- 
ing forms and ceremonies in connection with the 
teaching of the Harmonial Philosophy on this 
coast, although he does not say so. He evidently

A Night with the Spirits.—No, 2. 


ED. GAZETTE.—I closed my first communication 
headed as above, by describing the light thrown on. 
the easterly wall of the room in which the five were 
holding their investigations under difficulties, and 
in doing so said, ‘‘I can only describe it by com- 
paring it to the rays emitted from a magic lantern 
and thrown upon canvas.’’ If you have ever wit- 
nessed the exhibition of Heaven or Hell, or scenes 
from Milton’s Paradise Lost, as shown panoramical- 
ly a few years ago in this country, you can form an 
idea of what I mean by describing the light I speak 
of. It was a soft and bright light, as though made 
by the rays of the sun, pouring through an open 
door or window. At first the whole eastern wall 
was illuminated, but gradually the light decreased or 
diminished until it formed a circle about four feet in 
diameter, when it remained stationary. The balance 
of the room was in total darkness, nor could the 
face of either individual present be recognized by 
his neighbor, though the parties stood in such close 
proximity as to be almost touching each otber. The 
light was undoubtedly supernatural, If not, it was 
cne of the most wonderful optical illusions ever 
witnessed by the eye of man. 

When the light first appeared upon the wall, each 
one of the five were awed into silence. The “ wicked 
cuss,’’ the ‘‘singster,”? gave an andible groan, and 
yielding his search for matches, went down into his 
boots, and wasn’t heard from again for full half an 
hour. f 

The five were, as I said, awed into perfect silence, 
all gazing with wonder and astonishment at the 
spectral light upon the wall. After a death-like si- 
lence of several seconds—it appeared minutes—the 
medium said, ‘t If there is a spirit present that de- 
sires to communicate with any individual present, 
the spirit will make it manifest by some token of 
its presence, either by Knocks upon the wall, floor, 
table, or in some other manner.” Three minutes 
more elapsed, and the question came from the me- 
dium, *t Is there a spirit present?” Hardly was the 
question asked, before the letters ‘‘ YES” appeared 
in large red letters within the magic circle. The 
following conversation then occurred between the 
medium and the invisible power, if there was any. 

© Will the spirit give its name?” 

The “Yes” instantly vanished, and the letters 
« No ” appeared instead. The “No” was in small, 
delicate letters, so small that they were hardly per- 
ceptible.. 

« Why not?” asked the medium. 

No response, the word t No” being still visible. 

“ Does the spirit desire to communicate with any 
particular individual present ?” asked the medium. 

As quick as lightning, the ‘t No,’’? vanished and 
« Yes” appeared in its place.

Answer—'* No.” 

Medium—“* With Mr. W 

Ans.—' No.” 

Medium—** With Mr. H 

Ans.—‘* No.” 

Medium—*‘ With Mr. B 

Ans.—‘* Yes.” 

All these answers were given by the letters “No ” 
and “ Yes”? appearing within the illuminated circle, 
in large fiery-red letters. Having received an answer 
that it was with Mr. B—— the spirit desired to com- 
municate, the medium said, “ B——, speak, and ask 
any question you desire.”’ 

said, ‘‘ Will the spirit tell its name ?” 

Ans.—'‘‘ No,” in large red letters. 

« Well,” said B , “if the spirit won’t give 
its name, perhaps it will show its face to us; if it, 
will, appear.’’ 

Immediately the letters ‘‘No’’ vanished, and. 
« Yes” appeared, only remaining long enough for 
each of the five to discern their portent, when they 
in turn vanished, and in their stead there came a 
shadow, dim in its outlines at first, but gradually in- 
creasing in size until the well Known features of an 
intimate friend of B who had died some 
years since, were plainly visible.

TEST MEDIUMS AND THEIR CHARGES. 


Our correspondent “ L. W.R.,” in a recent ar- 
ticle in this paper, took occasion to allude to one 
which appeared in a late number of the Banner of 
Light, wherein a resident of Grass Valley gives 
our test mediums a “rebuke ina quiet way, that 
will meet with a hearty response from all persons 
who are hungering and thirsting for the bread 
and water fof life; namely, that when they (the 
test mediums) are with us, their charges are so 
extravagant as to place their services beyond the 
reach of all except the rich.” We will venture to 
assert that the individual in Grass Valley, with 
ten thousand others just like him, make more 


and longer demands upon mediums for their ser- 


vices, than any other persons who have ever in- 
vestigated the subject. The constant cry to me- 
diums is, “As ye have freely received, so freely 
give.” Now, we grant that this sentiment would 
be apropos, if it were consistently applied. Who 
are those who have freely received, if not those 
who have obtained, through the assistance of 
mediums, numerous communicatiens from their 
loved ones on the other side of Death? These 
ever greedy souls seem to think that they are 
conferring a great favor on mediums, by going to 
them whenever they please, and consuming three 
or four hours of precious time, which many of the 
mediums need for toil, in order to obtain daily 
sustenance for themselves and those dependent 
upon them. Who, then, should “ freely give,” if 
“not those who consume the time of mediums for 


_ their own exclusive benefit ? 


We have test mediums on this coast, who have 
toiled inncessantly, endured privations, and made 
sacrifices for the cause of Spiritualism ; and we 

. protest now, and ever will, so long as they con- 
tinue to do as they have done, against the whole- 
sale and acrimonious charges about them, that 
they are mercenary in their natures and exorbi- 
tant in their charges. Who grudges the paltry 
sum of four bits to go into one of Mrs. Foye’s 
séances, or who is too poor to pay the small pit- 
tance ? One who would grudge so small a sum 
for an hour’s conversation with the spirit. world 
does not “hunger” or “thirst” a great deal. 
And who that is able to pay would acknowledge 
himself so contemptibly mean as to grudge the 
three dollars charged by Mrs. Foye, Madame An- 
tonia, and other test mediums, for an hour of their 
time ? , ee 

But it may be replied, that the poor have not 
the three dollars to pay. We will vouch for the 
two mediums whom we have named, that the 
really poor are never turned away from their door 
empty. That sometimes persons, abundantly able 
to pay, have sought, by fraud and misrepresenta- 
tion, to obtain sittings free, and have been refused, 
we will not deny ; and we justify the mediums in 
such refusal. `, wE . 

Our own experience in years past, in several 
different manifestations, are too vivid in our mind 
to allow us to think mediumship anything but a 
thankless task at best. All this talk about labor- 


ing for the good of humanity is very fine for those: 


who have means enough to place themselves above 
want; but it won’t buy meat and potatoes for the 
mediums who are poor. 
that meat and potatoes in the bill of fare of a me- 
dium is an indulgence in luxuries, and would have 
the meat excluded. Well, there are some people 
in this world, who think themselves the only 
righteous, and that all the rest of mankind are 
sinners of the deepest dye. = 

Years ago, when we were a good test medium, 
we have often sat, hour after hour, every day in 
the week, free of charge, (“for the good of. hu- 
manity ” of course,) for those who “ were hunger- 
ing and thirsting for the bread and water of life.” 
And what was the result? While the tests were 
being given, they would acknowledge that they 


were wonderful; but when the sitting was over,’ 


their skepticism would return again and they would 


remunerate us for our time by declaring the whole 


humbug. ‘We were accustomed to give tests for 
years to the people, of the most satisfactory kind ; 
and yet “humanity ” never yet prompted a man 
to give us a dollar for it. The years spent in this 
manner have brought us to our humble circum- 
stances of to-day. One little experience concern-

We hope that the Spiritualists of the State 
will take the matter in hand in good earnest, 
circulate these subscription-papers, obtain as many 
names as possible, and, as soon as the list has 
been completed, send it to the BANNER oF PRO- 
GRESS for publication. When the Convention 
shall have assembled, we hope, delegates will give, 
either in person or by letter, a statistical account 
of the numerical strength of Spiritualists in their 
several localities, the probable amount of money 
they can raise, and how long they wish to employ 
the agent or agents of the State organization 
during the year. We hope that funds enough 
will be raised in this manner to put at least three 
agents in the field. There are many places which 
could sustain lecturers without aid from the State 
Association; and others which could contribute to 
its funds. If we have not speakers enough on 
this coast, of the right kind, they can be obtained 
from the Eastern States. Let each and every 
Spiritualist feel that he or she has a duty to per- 
form in this matter.. If they have indeed been 
made partakers of the “angel calling,” they can- 
not consistently remain idle. The cry is even now 
coming from all parts of the State, “ Come and 
help us.” Shall we, whose souls have been

EDITORIAL NOTES. 


For three weeks past, we have been visiting the 
towns in Sonoma and Napa counties. Saturday, 
Aug. Ist, we and our better half took passage on 
the Steamer Petaluma, commanded by Captain 
Warner, who is a perfect gentleman; and who- 
ever takes passage with him, at any time, will be 
treated in a courteous manner. We take occasion 
here to render to him our thanks for the many 
marked kindnesses we have received at his hands. 

At five o’clock of the same day, after a dusty 
ride of twenty-six miles, we arrived at Windsor, 
where we found our good friend, Jordan Cox, 
waiting our arrival; he extended to us a cordial 
grecting. Here they have a free church, quite 
commodious in size, though not yet finished in- 
side. It belongs to no sect in particular, but is 
used by all in turn. "We'spoke to the people that 
evening. The turn-out was not large, for two 
reasons: first, the friends, many of them, live 
some distance in the country, and were busy in 
their harvesting; secondly, there was a great scare 
concerning every stranger who came into the com- 
munity, lest he might have brought along the 
small-pox with him. On Sunday, we spoke twice, 
to better congregations. On Monday evening, we 
gave our last lecture, and wended our way to 
Healdsburg, leaving our better half to talk to the 
Windsorites on Tuesday evening.. Our success in 
Healdsburg was poor. We found one man—who, 
by the way, was not a Spiritualist—that was 
liberal enough to invite us to his home, and kindly 
care for our physical wants. He also procured a 
hall, and used his best endeavors to get the people 
out; but it was useless. Ignorance and super- 
stition abound in Healdsburg. The very atmo- 
sphere you breathe seems impregnated with it. 
Whether Gabriel, with his famous trumpet, if he 
should blow it, could wake them, is more than we 
should dare to prophecy. 

On Saturday, we took the stage for Petaluma, 
and thence to Woodland. This is a small town, 
fifteen miles northwest from Petaluma, situated 
in a small valley, the chief productions of which 
appear to be wheat and potatoes, and largely the 
latter. The village is quiet, and somewhat anti- 
quated in its appearance. Nevertheless, there are 
some as true, noble, and. generous souls as you 
would find, if you were to travel the world 
around. So far as spiritual lectures were con- 
cerned, it was virgin soil ; but in a good condition 
to receive the seed. Three individuals we shall 
not soon forget, on account of their kindness to 
us; namely, George Melmer, C. Stewart, and Mr. 
Glover. We promised to make them another 
visit this fall. i 

On Monday, we returned to this city, and found 
a letter inviting us to Napa City, to reply to and 
expose the fallacies of that old fossil, Elder Knapp. 
He had been running his old revival mill more 
than a week ; and, the day before we arrived, they 
washed out in the creek and cleaned up, and the 
result was, one young lady of sixteen and six little 
girls under twelve years of age. We arrived in 
town about seven P. M., and had just taken our 
dinner, when we received a note from a friend, 
stating that Elder Knapp would preach on Spirit- 
ualism that evening. We repaired to the Baptist 
church, and found a large booth, built of rough 
lumber, alongside of the church, capable of ac- 
commodating nearly a thousand people. This 
was done on account of their church being rather 
small; and they expected that Elder Knapp’s 
popularity would draw largely. But the people 
of Napa City, like all the rest of the world, are 
not as big fools as they used to be. A person who 
had attended all of his meetings informed us, that 
the church, though small in its dimensions, would 
have accommodated any other congregations 
except that of the night when he lectured on 
Spiritualism. The Elder took for his text on that 
occasion: “And I will put enmity between thee 
and the woman, between thy seed and her seed. 
And he shall bruise thy head, and thou shalt 
bruise his heel.” He went on to show that there 
was once a terrible warfare in heaven between 
God and the Devil, and that God had cast him 
out. “But,” said the Elder, ‘God did not pro- 
pose to fight the Devil any longer, as it would be 
lowering His dignity. But the whole matter had 
been turned over to His Son; and the Devil, for 
the last six thousand years, had been carrying on 
a constant warfore with the Son of God for the 
world.” Wethought that we would like to ask 
the Elder what the prospect was of the Son of 
God whipping the Devil, since he had been fight- 
ing him for six thousand years; for, according to 
the Elder’s idea, the Devil still held possession of 
ninety-nine hundredths of the territory. He said, 
also, that the Devil had always been anxious to do 
just such things as God did. For instance, if God 
worked miracles, the Devil. would try to work 
miracles too. But there was no reality in them; 
they were only miracles in appearance; but they 
were well calculated to deceive. ‘For instance,” 
said the Elder, “ when Moses was sent to bring 
the Israelites out of Egypt, he wanted God to give 
the Egyptians some sign of hiscommission. And 
God told him to throw down his rod,and it 
turned into a serpent; and the Egyptian astrolo- 
gers threw down their. rod for the Devil, and it 
turned into œ serpent. But it wasn’t real; it was 
only ia appearance,” said the Elder; and in the 
next breath he said that Moses’ serpent swallowed 
up the serpent of the Egpptians. We would like 
to ask the Elder how Moses’ serpent could have 
swallowed up the Egyptians’ serpent, when they 
Perhaps he would say 
that it was “only in appearance.” Then Moses 
and his God were practicing deception upon the 
people, and pretending to do something when it 
was not done. The Elder went on to say that God 
turned all the water into’ blood, and the Devil 
made it appear that he turned water into blood 
also; and again, that God covered the land of 


Egypt all over with frogs, and the Devil appeared 
to create frogs also.

“yI,.— COLORED SUFFRAGE AT THE NORTH. 


‘ The continued proscription of the colored citi- 
zens Of Pennsylvania and other Northern States, 
with regard to the right of suffrage, while the most 
ignorant and degraded of our foreign population are 
clothed with that right, is an act of extreme injus- 
tice, based upon a vulgar and cruel prejudice, and is 
therefore utterly indetensible, whether on the score 
of principle or policy. Hence, it ought not to be 
tolerated any longer, on any pretext, or to subserve 
any party ends whatsoever, but demands of every 
man claiming the ballot for himself, and having it 
in his possession, the strongest condemnation, and 
a resolute purpose to leave nothing undone to pro- 
cure its removal. Its inexcusableness becomes all 
the more glaring in view of the fact that the freed- 
men of the South, through the reconstruction acts 
of Congress, are in possession of the elective fran- 
chise, and in its exercise are evincing a discretion 
and intelligence which extort expressions of sur- 
prise and commendation even from those who have 
‘hitherto been their enemies—actively participating 
in the formation of the various State Governments 
at the South and in the election of Senators and 
Representatives to the Congress of the United 
States. This proscription is an insult to human 
nature itself, grievous in its effects upon the con- 
dition of its victims, in violatioh of the letter and 
spirit of the Golden Rule, and in direct conflict with 
the fundamental principles and doctrines set forth 
in the Declaration of Independence. It dishonors 
the State which affixes it, and weakens the founda- 
tions of government. All attempts to justify or ex- 
cuse its infliction serve only to demonstrate that it 
is born of aristocratic pride of caste and unchristian 
hatred of race.” 


“Iv.—THE RIGHTS OF WOMAN. 


‘We hail with great satisfaction the rapid growth 
of public sentiment, on the question of the civil and 
political equality of Woman. During the late cam- 
paign in Kansas, the fact that clergymen of all de- 
nominations, Old and New School Presbyterians, 
Congregationalists, Methodists, Baptists, etc., gave 
active and earnest support to the cause of woman’s 
suffrage ; the fact that, in several Conferences of 
Methodist and Congregational churches, it has been 
urged that the right to vote on all questions that 
concerned these bodies should be based on member- 
ship and not on sex; the fact that the Chief-Justice 
of the United States puts on record his opinion, that 
there is no end to the good that will come by 
woman’s suffrage; the fact that members of Con- 
gress and other gentlemen of eminence issued an 
appeal to the voters of the United States for woman’s 
suffrage; the fact that the press of this country and 
of Europe is freely discussing the subject, all show 
page the centers of influence are taking the right 
side. 

“ While we reverently thank God for these indi- 
cations of favor to this cause, we must still admonish 
the people that there can be no hope of national 
safety or peace so long as the great principle of ‘ the 
consent of the goverend’ is not applied to Woman. 

« We charge every man, by his own self-respect, 
and by the love he bears his mother, to see to it that 
the women of this country shall not be compelled to 
take a political rank below the most ignorant and 
degraded man, and on a level with the unpardoned 
rebels, who are deprived of their votes as a punish- 
ment for the crime of treason. 


“Lastly, we charge Woman herself to shake off 


the incubus imposed by the constant teaching that 
she has ‘no business to meddle with politics.” It 
hertremember that everything which concerns the 
well-being of the human family concerns her; that 
the laws which are to be the blessing or the bane of 
hergelf and her children should be her care.” 


t v.—TREATMENT OF CRIMINALS. 


«< As soon as a criminal is in.the hands of the 
State, and is putin prison, he ceases to be danger- 
ous to the community; but, unless he is reformed 
before he goes out, he will then become dangerous 
again. Therefore the interest of the community re- 
quires that all possible efforts should be made to 
reform him, so as to send him out of prison a use- 
ful member of society. It isa greater advantage to 
society that crime should be prevented by the re- 
form of the criminal, than that it should be pun- 
ished when committed. In order to reform prison- 
ers, all bad influences should be shut out of prison, 
and all good ones letin. Shut out from the pris- 
oner bad society by separate cells for sleep; shut 
out strong drink, tobacco, bad books, ete., and let 
in good influence in the form of friendly visitors, 
kind advisers, good books, moral instructions, wor- 
ship, innocent recreation, interesting work. You 
do not cure the criminal by making him unhappy 
in prison, but by making him happy. The first 
course makes him sour, vindictive, angry, full of 
hate; the other gives him hope, sympathy with 
good men, interest in good things. There is no 
danger of making the prison too attractive by this 
course, as unpractical people sometimes think. A 
prison can never be made an object of desire, do 
what you will. 

« Especially, to reform a criminal, you must make 
use of the great motive, Hope. Hitherto, the pris- 
ons have been governed, mainly, by fear. But fear 
can only keep a man from growing worse; it can 
never make him better. In the Irish prisons, and 
that on Norfolk Island, where good behavior is re- 
warded by new privileges, greater liberty, more 
leisure for reading, ètc., the effect on the prisoners 
has been marvelous. It may be laid down as an ax- 
iom in prison discipline that, by a system of rewards 
for good conduct, almost all criminals may be great- 
ly, if not wholly, reformed. 

“But the only effectual and perfect system of 
prison discipline depends on a reform in penal legis- 
lation. Criminals should be sentenced, not for a 
definite period, but until they are fit to come out. 
As Judges are often appointed to office during good 
behavior, so prisoners should be sentenced during 
bad behavior. This requires a series of graded pris- 
ous in every State, arranged on a scale of greater 
and less privation and privilege. Every criminal 
should be sent first to the lowest grade of prison, 
where he has the maximum of restraint, and the 
minimum of privilege. As soon as it appears, by 
certain fixed principles of examination, that he has 
secured a precise rank, or reached a certain point of 
good behavior, he is transferred to the second grade 
of prison, where he has less restraint and more 
privilege. If itis explained to him that he will re- 
ceive good marks for industry, neatness, and civili- 
ty, attention to his work, etc., and that a certain 
number of good marks will insure his being trans- 
ferred to a higher grade of prison, he bas a mo- 
tive for labor. Prison government is no longer 
one of will, but of law. He does not depend on 
the caprice of his jailor, or the accident of agood 
or bad officer; he has his condition in his own 
hands. 

s According to this system, no one would leave 
the prison except by graduating from the highest 
grade of prison, which would be hardly any prison 
at all, but one where there was a minimum of re- 
straint, and a maximum of privilege. In this 
grade of prison, the occupants would be trusted, 
sent out on errands, allowed to visittheir friends, 
paid for their work, trusted with:money to make 
purchases for the prison, and so be enabled to 
build up a character to take out withthem. Leav- 
ing such a place as this, they would find no dift- 
culty in getting occupation. They would. have a 
certificate that they could be trusted, and any one 
would be glad to employ them. 

“ But, till this change is effected, there ought to 
be, in every State, a Society for aiding discharged 
convicts, The first few days after a convict leaves 
prison is the most critical and dangerous period 
for him. Tide him over that—find for him a tem- 
porary home, work, sympathy and good advice, 
and you save a man who otherwise might prob- 
ably be led away into new cerime.”

ILLINOIS STATE SPIRITUAL ASSOCIATION.—This 
body assembled at Chicago June 26th. The re- 
port of the proceedings is published in the Spirit- 
wal Rostrum, and, as usual, the peculiar char- 
acteristics af some of the Illinois Spiritualists 
were exhibited at this Convention, in introducing 
fire-brands of dissension and scenting out imposi- 
tions among mediums. The adage, “It’s a dirty 
bird that fouls its own nest,” was never more ap- 
plicable than it is to those who are constantly 
seeking to disgrace their own friends in the eyes 
of the world, by endeavoring to prove them guilty 
of imposition and fraud. Our opponents will cer- 
tainly find all the flaws, both in our doctrines and 
in our lives; and this fact makes it unnecessary 
that we should be always confessing our faults 
before we are charged with them. 

There can be no greater evidence of deceit in 
ourselves than constant suspicion of it in others. 
The officious explorers after fraud in mediumship 
are on an equality with those who contemn physi- 
cal manifestations, and other evidences of con- 
tinued spirit existence, as of no importance to 
them. Having ascended to the hights from whence 
the Promised Land is discernible, they kick down 
the scaling ladder by the aid of which they 
reached their elevation. And those people of 
acute scent, who are continually snifing humbug 
in the evening breeze, as it passes over the “dark 
circles,” and through the “ cabinets ” of mediums, 
stir up strife in our Conventions, and bring more 
odium upon the cause than hosts of enemies could 
throw at us in a century. The Fays, Grimeses, 
Jamiesons, Potters, and Wadsworths must find 
their level ere long, if we would be free from im- 
putations of charlatanry.

His appearance and actions were such as to 


PHENOMENAL FACTS. | 


Obsession. 


Apropos to our remarks last week upon “ Ob- 


session Mistaken for Insanity,” the Banner of 


Light comes to us with an. intensely interesting 
account of a case of this kind which recently oc- 
curred in Connecticut. We copy it entire, and 
shall next week republish the comments of Bro. 
Peebles, the Western editor, on this case, and on 
similar ones in ancient times... 


EDITORS BANNER OF LIGHT :—1 have finally con- 
cluded to gratify the request so often made for me 
to write out an account of the surprising spiritual 
manifestations that took place in the village of Put- 
nam, Conn., where I reside.: I am well aware that 
story-telling is not my forte. All I can do is to 
state the facts as they occurred, according to my 
own observation and the testimony of reliable wit- 
nesses. In doing this I shall give the real names of 
the medium and most of the parties, with the excep- 
tion of the family in whose house the principal 
manifestations took place, as they were not Spirit- 
ualists, and misht object to having their names 
made public. shall endeavor to make no state- 
ments that I am not prepared to substantiate. 

The opening events of the story date back to the 
month of September, in the fall of 1866. At that 
time there was living in a substantial two-story dwel- 
ling-house, not far from the railroad station at Put- 
nam, a family whom we will call, for convenience 
sake, Lind. The members of the family were Mr. 
Lind and wife, both being somewhat advanced in 
years, and their son, Mark Lind, and his wife, 
Mattie, who had rooms in the house, boarding with 
the old people. The senior Mr. and Mrs. Lind were 
members of the Methodist church, and considered 
respectable and well-to-do people. Mark had been 
married some few years, had been in the army, and 
become somewhat unsteady in his habits. His wife, 
Mattie, was a fine-looking young woman, something 
over twenty years of age, active and intelligent, yet 
possessed of an exceedingly passionate and violent 
disposition, which, when aroused, was manifested in 
uncontrollable storms of rage. As is often the case 
when a husband takes his wife home, Mattie andthe 
old lady did not agree very well, nor did Mark 
always maintain that kindly bearing toward her 
which she considered was due from a husband. 
These facts gave rise to more or less disputes, which, 
before being ended, usually drew in the whole 
family, to some extent, and generally terminated by 
Mattie getting very angry, and leaving the house, 
declaring that she would never darken the doors 
again. But time always. cooled her temper, and 
after two or three days she would return, to remain 
until another storm would produce a similar result. 

Thus things continued, until one day they had an 
uncommonly severe and violent altercation, which 
ended, as usual, in Mattie’s departure. But little 
notice was taken of the matter, the rest of the folks 
supposing, of course, she would return as she had 
always done. Imagine the surprise and horror of 
the old gentleman, when he arose the next morning 
and found Mattie lying on the piazza of the house, 
dead. <A post mortem examination revealed the fact 
that she had taken arsenic sufficient to cause death, 
or, in other words, she had committed snicide by 
poison. Of course it created a great sensation in 
our village, and fora time nothing else was talked 
of but the tragic death of the young and beautiful 
Mattie Lind. 

Even great excitements caunot always last, and 
80, ere long, the people, believing that Mattie’s death 
had closed the scene, ceased to give the subject 
thought. But it seems there was an afterpiece to 
come, which was not laid down ia the programme. 
To be sure, Mattie Lind’s body lay over in the bury- 
ine grouod, but it soon appeared that she was not 
there. l 

On the same street, and near Mr. Lind’s house, is 
an eating saloon, kept by one Thomas Capwell, who 
had in his employ a young man by the name of 
James Phillips. .I would here state that Iam person- 
ally acquainted with Phillips, and Iam willing to 
vouch for his truthfulness and honesty. He was not 
a Spiritualist, and up to this time had not seen any 
of the phenomena, in fact, knew nothing whatever 
about the subject. Some little time after the afore- 
mentioned facts took place, Mr. Capwell went e 

ne day 
during Mr. Capwell’s absence, it was noticed by Mrs. 
Capwell and others that Phillips appeared very 
strange.. He had a peculiarly wild look, and when 
spoken to would respond only in monosyllables, if 


lead the people to suppose that he was suffering 
from a temporary attack of insanity. 

Mrs. Capwell, knowing that there was some two 
hundred dollars in the money-drawer, thought she 
would secure that, and went to get it, but to her 
consternation found it gone. She inquired of 
Phillips'what had become of it. He affirmed that he 
did not know; and although his person and the 
premises were thoroughly searched, no trace of the 
money could be found. He continued in that 
peculiar state of mind all day, and at nine o’clock 
locked up the shop and started for home, as usual. 
But instead of going home, he went directly to Mr. 
Lind’s, and entering the kitchen where the old 
gentleman and wife were sitting, took a lamp and 
went up to the room formerly occupied by Mark and 
his wife. The old people, supposing that Mark had 
sent him on some errand, said nothing. 

About ten o’clock Mark came home, and before 
entering the house he was surprised to see a light 
in his room. He inquired who was there. His 
father replied that Mr. Phillips was, askingif he did 
not send him. Mark passed up stairs and opened 
the door into his room, and beheld, to his utter 
astonishment, James Phillips dressed in his wife’s— 
Mattie’s—clothes. I will here state that Phillipsis a 
man somewhat below the medium Size. 

When Mark had sufficiently. mastered his surprise 
to speak, he inquired of Phillips what he was there 
for. The reply was, ‘T should like to know who 
has a better right in Mattie Lind’s bedroom than 
herself? Why didn’t you come home before? It’s 
time we were in bed. Come, get ready, and let us 
go to bed.” But Mark being completely confound- 
ed, not understandiog the case, having seen little or 
nothing of the trance before, did not readily assent 
to the proposed arrangement. This aroused the 
amiable disposition of his late spouse, and she 
insisted upon his immediate compliance, in terms 
precisely similar to those employed in former days. 
The old folks, hearing the familiar sounds, rushed 
up stairs. The sight of the old lady did not serve to 
allay the wrath of the already enraged Mattie, (for it 
was her ia full control of medium Phillips,) and she 
expressed herself in strong language, much of which 
is not found in polite literatnre, stating that she was 
not dead, as they had supposed, that they had not 
got rid of her sọ easily, and she had come back to 
have her revenge both on Mark and the old woman; 
it was her determination to kill Mark Lind if she 
could; and as if to verify the statement, she hurled 
a penknife at bis head, which barely missed him, and 
struck half the length of it in the door-panel. This 
demonstration had the effect to make the whole 
party beat a hasty retreat. Mark brought up the 
rear, and, shutting the door after him, attempted to 
hold it; but although he had the handle of the latch 
and the medium the ‘‘catch,’’ he was unable to do 
so. Mark isa man weighing nearly two hundred 
pounds. He called his father to bring a rope, which 
he did, and by passing it through the handle of the 
door and winding it around the bannister of the 
stairs, he succeeded in keeping the door fast. 

The senior Lind then called ina Mr. Lucian, who 
is a Justice of the Peace; and when. people get into 
trouble they always send for him, no matter what it 
is. He also called in Mra. Capwell. Happily, Mr. 
Lucian is a Spiritualist. He ‘describes the scene 
as being somewhat ludricrous when he arrived. He 
asked the old lady what the trouble was? She re- 
plied—** I do not know; Jim Phillips is up stairs, 
and he acts justlike Mat. Lind for all the world.” 
Their stood Mark by the stair bannister, as white as 
a sheet, holding on to the rope with all his might. 
“(What is the matter, Mark ?’? said Lucian. ‘* Jim 
Phillips is in my room, and he acts like possessed. ” 
“Why don’t you let go the rope and go in and see 
whatis wanted?” “I have been in there once, 
and I would not go again for a thousand dollars.” 
“ Unfasten the door, and I will go in.” So Mr. L. 
opened the door and went in. There lay the medium 
in bed. Mattic’s clothes were taken offand laid ex- 
actly as she used to lay them. All her little keep- 
sakes were taken from the drawers where they were 
carefully put away, and laid upon the table. The 
album was open at her picture, and many other 
tests given to prove her identity. She addressed 
Mr. Lucian—*' What are you here for? This is no 
place for you, in a lady’s bedroom!” He, under- 
standing the case, said in substance, “I thought, 
Mattie, you would like tosee me. How do you do ?” 
- This pleased her much; ber desire was to be recog- 
nized, and he had done so. He continued to con-

verse with her in- a- pleasant manner, and finally 
prevailed upon her to yield the control of the me- 
dium. 

About midnight Phillips put on his own clothes 
and went home, and there were no more demonstra- 
tions that night. The next morning, when the bed 
| was examined, there was found among the clothes a 

dirk knife that Mark. had when in the army, and 
which had been lost for more than a year. 

The next morning Phillips was oblivious of the 
night’s and most of the day’s proceedings. When 
he went to the shop, Mrs. Capwell asked him about 
the missing money. With much surprise he asked, 
“ What money?’ “The money that was in the 
drawer.) ‘<I suppose itis in my pocket-book, where 
Talways put it nights,” taking it out; and there, 
sure engugh, it was, all done up in a nice package, 
with a string tied around it. ‘*Ah!’? said he, ‘‘who 
has fixed it up like this? I certainly did not do it.” 
He was evidently unconscious that the money had 
been missing... No one knows where it went to this 
day, only Mattie says that it was one of “her 
tricks.”’ oe 

After this Mattie often took control of Phillips, and 
whenever she did she was always for going to Lind’s. 
She said she was. determined to have her revenge on 
them some way! They had caused her to suffer, and 
she was going to return the compliment! I had con- 
siderable talk with, and endeavored to show her how 
wrong it was for her to entertain such feelings, but 
allin vain; she was inexorable. I conversed with 
Phillips about her, He told me that he could always 
see her before she controlled him, just as distinctly 
as he could any one. She looked the same as she 
did in the earth life, only there was a dark shadow 
across her forehead, indicating her unhappy con- 
dition. He suffered a good deal from fear that while 
under her control he might be made to do some bad 
thing. The prospect certainly was not pleasant, and 
I did not blame him for being disturbed. 

But he was not destined to continae in this un- 
certain state long. One day he saw approaching 
him a spirit which he describes as a large, noble, and 
very pleasant-looking man. This spirit spoke very 
kindly to him, saying: ** You are very much an- 
noyed by. this bad spirit that seeks to use you for an 
evil purpose. I have come to take charge of you, and 
to prevent her using you to any injury. ou need 
fear her no more. Trust me, and I will guide you 
free of danger.” 

Since that time, whenever Mattie has come and 
expressed herself vindictively, she is immediately 
made to retire by this benign and good spirit. He 
gave his name as Moses Figenbaum, a German by 
birth, lived in New York when he entered spirit-life, 
and did bhsiness on such a street, giving the number, 
told all about his family, etc... We, of course, knew 
nothing of such a person. One day an old German 
peddler came to our place, who lived in New York. 
He stopped at Mr. Capwell’s, and Mrs. C. asked him 
if he ever Knew Moses Figenbaum? He said he did, 
and was well acquainted with him. On being ques- 
tioned, he corroborated every statement that had 
been made through Phillips. This tous was a very 
satisfactory test. 

Phillips tells me a very remarkable circumstance, 
the truth of which is testified to by Mr. Capwell and 
Lind, which took place about this time. He says, 
“« I was waked up one night about two o'clock, and 
saw my bedroom door opened, and Mattie Lind 
entered with a pencil and paper in her hand. She 
approached the bedside and spoke to me, saying, 
‘Mark Liod agreed to meet me to-night. He has 
not done so. Iam going to write him a letter.’ She 
sat down at the stand and wrote. I noticed that the 
pencil and paper were unlike any that was in the 
house. After writing for a time, she arose and went 
out.”’ 

The next day Mark Lind came into the shop, and 
while there Phillips was entranced by Mattie, and 
she said to him, * I wrote you a letter last night, 
and carried it and put it on. my grave in the ceme- 
tery. You will find it there under the evergreen 
wreath. I tore the wreath to pieces—I am sorry I 
did so. Under the remnants you will find the let- 
ter.”? Mr. Capwell proposed to go with him to 
verify the truth of the statement so they both went 
over to the cemetery; which is a mile from the vill- 
age, and coming to Mattie’s grave they found the 
evergreen wreath torn to pieces, and under the rem- 
nauts they found a letter directed to Mark Lind, in 
the handwriting of Mattie Lind. 

Since the good spirit has controlled Phillips, Mattie 
has been powerless to use him as an instrument to 
wreak her vengeance on the objects of her hatred. 
But it seems that her wrath is still unquenched, and 
it is more than whispered that she has commenced 
business on her own responsibility, and strange 
sounds are heard and sights seen at Lind’s. True it 
is, that Mark Lind is an unhappy, if nota haunted 
man. 

Such is the substance of the story, as near as I am 
able to express it. Ali the parties mentioned still 
live in Putnam, and can be consulted in reference 
to the truthfulness of the account. I presume that 
I have left out many important items, but enough is 
mentioned to prove this one of the most remarkable 
manifestations on record. It isinteresting, because 
the facts throw much light upon the condition of 
spirit existence, and are thus made very instructive. 

It should be borne in mind that these manifesta- 
tions came spontaneously, wholly unsought, through 
a medium who was neither a Spiritualist nor at all 
acquainted with the phenomena. The dark and un- 
happy condition of Mattie is a warning to all those 
who raise their hands against their own life, think- 
ing to escape misery by so doing. Her persistent 
attempts to be revenged upon those whom she con- 
ceived to be the cause of her sufferings, show that 
death does not make us saints, but for a time at 
least we may retain the same feelings that governed 
us here. On the other hand, a beautiful lesson is 
taught us by the mild, yet firm interposition of the 
good spirit in answer to Phillip desire to be freed 
from the dangerous influence of Mattie. ButI will 
allow the people to draw their own inferences. 

Hoping that this simple narrative will prove in- 
teresting and instructive to all, :
